Instead of methadone, 
Sulieman said there are 
strong enough tranquilizers 
on the .market and other 
medical methods to “detox” 
addicts and. relieve their 
discomfort during withdrawal. 

Methadone maintenance, 
he said is simply a sub- 
situation of one drug ‘for 
another. He also said that any 
addict who really wants to 
kick the habit should be 
to... suffer, some 
discomforts, but insisted that 
methadone is not the answer. 

Sulieman also charged that 
648 Board and the Columbus 
Aréa Mental Health Center, in 
eliminating _BDC__from__the 
comprehensive drug program 
ignores the existence of a 
legally binding contract that 
governs this relationship.

~The law, However, only ap~ 
plies to sales and rentalot 
goods or Services in excess 
of $35. Specifically exempted 
from this law are sales of in- 
surance, transactions in- 
volving real estate-and- sales 
made pursuant to pre- 
existing revolving charge ac- 
counts. re 
The three day “cooling off” 
provision in the law gives the 
buyer an opportunity to 
reflect upon his purchase 
without the interference of an 
overbearing salesman. If 
during this three day period 
the buyer should decide the 
purchase was hasty, in. 
considered or that the 
salesman deceived him as to 
the nature of value of the 
product or service, the buyer 
can simply notify’ the 
salesman, in writing, of his 
desire to cancel the sale. 
To assure that the buyér 
will be aware of. his right to 
cancel the law requires the 
salesman leave with the 
buyer a contract which 
notifies the buyer of his right 
to cancel. The contract must 
also contain the seller's ad- 
dress. To cancel, the: buyer 
must write to the seller at the 
address given. In fact, the

buyer can simply write on the 
éontract, “I will to cancel,” 
sign his name, and mail the 
contract to the ‘seller. 

The law also provides that 
no service can be performed 
until three buisness days af- 
ter the contract has been 
signed unless the services 
are needed because of an 
emergency. In such an in- 
stance the buyer must furnish 
the seller with a written 
statement describing the 
emergency. and, waiving or 
modifying his right to cancel. 

The law also imposes other 
rights and duties on both the 
buyer and the seller which 
will be outlined in this 
column next week. And, too, 
we'll. take a look at some of 
the selling techniques em- 
ployed. by some door-to-door 
salesmen to dramatize the 
need for this new law.

fight and the Jimmy Bevins-Ezz Charles battle. 


There is no doubt they 
were some great crowd 
pleasers but we have come to 
the conclusion that the 
Qreates! grudge fight of the 
century*was the Jack John- 
son-Jim Jeffries fight 

The battle~took—place in 
Reno. Nevada on the Fourth 
of July in 1910...Fire works 
sparkled in the ring as the 
two great fighters fought toe- 
to-toe as the crowd roared 
their approval 

Jotinson outclassed the 
“Great White Hope.” Johnson 
was by far the better boxer of 
the two, in fact, the ring 
master when he entered the 
ting. He was a_sensational 
boxer and could sting and 
hurt his opponents when 
falling away or moving from 
teft to right. There is no doubt 
he was as good a boxer as he 
was a hitter 

There could have been 
only one ending, and even 
the most rabid Jeffries fol- 
towers could not kid. them- 
selves about who~ would 
become ‘the winner.

To bé frank Jeffries-didn't 
have a chance with Johnson 
He did not train as he should 
have for Johnson and firmly 
believed all he had to do was 
to step into the ring, throw 
punches and knock the Black 
fighter to the canvas. Some 
say Jeffries had been. out of 
the ring for seven years, but 
they failed to remember he 
was still’a young man, but did 
not think he had to work to 
hard to take the “fight-of the 
century." 

Some writer had the nerve 
to write .that it wasn't the 
blows that Johnson landed 
that beat down the “White 
Hope,” but the fact that_Jef- 
fries did not display his stuff.

Jeffries didn't have any 
sting to his punches and had 
slowed down.

MUNCIE, Ind. ~ “Short but 
significant," might be the 
best words to describe a new 
book about Joe Louis which 
was due off the press last 
week, as part of the Great 
Men of Michigan Series 
being published by Williams 
Eerdmans of Grand Rapids 

The author, Dr. Anthony-O. 
Edmonds, assistant professor 
of history at Ball State Uni- 
versity, takes a look at Louis 
from a new vantage point-- 
how people saw him in his 
heyday (1934--49) and what 
he meant to them in terms of 


symbols. 
“To do this,” said Dr, Ed- 
monds, “! read what the 


sportswriters ‘said at the time. 
looked up letters from 
citizens to newspapers, 
Studied black newspapers, 
and reag the comments of 
people Who knew him. | did 
not ask people to recall how 
they felt at that time. | think 
that would have been a 
would 
have been difficult for them 
to-keep_from coloring their 
answers with today’s 
thinking.” 
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Because of his siow, 
halting manner of speaking, 
there were some people who 
thought Louis might be 
stupid or have suffered brain 
damage in the ring. 

“Or. Edmonds refutes this. 
“Louis,” he said, “had little 
formal education. He com- 
pleted the fifth grade and 
then went toa trade school: 
He was very quotable, 
however, because he had a 
sharp native wit and a good 
sense of humor. He was 
quick with a comeback, 

“Louis deeply regretted his 
lack of education and often 
brought tutors to his training 
camp,” Dr, mands said. 

In his 120 page book, Dr. 
Edmonds: said blacks of the 
period had an ambiguous 
image of Louis but their view 
was virtUally positive. 

“The ambiguity comeés,” he 
explained, “because some 
blacks saw him as a hero 
because he got along with 
whites and didn't make 
waves. They felt he was good 
for blacks because he didn't 
upset whites.

In the case of Jimmy Essex, who 
thought he might find an outlet in 
the service of his country, the ex- 
periences he had_in the service, 
however concealed from the 
record, led, to his ‘‘General 
Discharge" ‘for unsuitability. A 
close look at Vietnam revealed that 
the casualties include propor- 
tionately more Negro Americans 
than whites. He also sees a society 
which is either unwilling, or in- 
capable of dealing with racism and 
attacking poverty, unemployment 
and the striving —-for—equal—op- 
portunity with ‘benign neglect.' 

The Jimmy Essexes, then come 
to the conclusion that they cannot 
free themselves and cannot escape 
from the box in which- they find 
themselves, and in frustration, turn 
on those who visibly represent the 
“oppressor”.

the House of Representatives. Bell, the 
youngest member of the Ohio House, 
voted against'a resolution calling for-a 
Pledge of Allegiance to the Flag at 
each week's opening session. A fresh- 
man, Bell, obviously knew that He was 
standing against a long established 
tradition in the House, but he voiced his, 
sentiment, even if he stood alone. 

Another instance involving a group of 
young Blacks oceurred a few days later 
when they filed an action in the US. 
District Court Were charging that the 
Onio Bar Association ’ discriminates 
against blacks in its «xamination. 

The action, filed by « group of Black 
jaw students, alleged that the small 
number of Black lawyers created by the 
“unconstitutional actions of the bar 
examiners maintain the Bla&k citizens 
of Ohio under a Badge of Slavery, con- 
trary to the 13th Amendment.” 

The students: asked the court to 
restrain the Onio Bar Association from 
giving further examinations which 
discriminate against them as Blacks 
and which deprive them of their right to 
due process. 

Obviously, we do not know whether 
the charges against the OBA are valid 
or not, but it is indeed refreshing to see 
a group of youngsters tur to the court 
to rule on their grievances, instead of 
resorting to methods of violence and 
destruction. 

The CALL & POST admonishes the 
court and the OBA to meet this 
dramatic challenge headon at the 
earliest moment possible. It is also our 
conviction that it would be a tragic 
mistake for the establishment to close 
its eyes and ears to the constant cries 
for recognition by our restiess and in- 
vigorating youth.

With blacks holding the chair- 
menship_of two important committees 
in the Onio House of Representatives 
during the 110th General Assembly, 
and serving as vice: chairmen of three 
“other” Committees, They Will be in 
positions to exercise more lawmaking 
muscle than’ ever before in the Ohio 
Legislature, 

Democrats controlling the House 58 
to 41, gave due recognition to the 10 
black members, all Democrats, when 
they organized the House on Jan, 7. in 
Passing out committee chairmanships, 
House Speaker A.G. Lancione, Belmont 
County lawyer, picked Troy Lee James, 
Cleveland, to nead the Environmental 
and Natural Resources Committee. He 
also tapped Rev, Phale D. Hale, Colum- 
bus;. as’ chairman of ‘the Health and 
Welfare Committee, 

.Lancione also named Rep. James W. 
Rankin, of Cincinnati, as chairman of 
the Welfare Section of the Finance and 
Appropriations Committee. This seven- 
member unit will have the tough job of 
hassalling with all facets of financing 
welfare programs, 

James, as head of the 18.member En- 
vironmental panel, will also have his 
hands full in presiding over hearings on 
bills dealing -with the growing en- 
vironmental question and natural 
resources issues, 

Hale’s 13-member committee can 
also be expected to encounter many 
heated clashes between opponents and 
proponents during hearings on con- 
troverisal Measures relating to health 
and-welfare. 


Other blacks holding top committee 
posts include; Rep, ike Thompson, 
Cleveland, vice chairman of the 
Agriculture, Commerce and Labor 
Committee. With all the fuss stirred up 

“over the cut-off of financial support for 

~farmers by the U.S, Government,-and 
with the disaster farmers experience 
with crops because of the heavy rainy 
séason, this committee is virtually cer- 
tain to hear more complaints from far- 
mers ‘than ever before; 


And, of course, labor. can-always-be 
counted upon to keep this committee 
busy on matters concerning the in- 
terests of organized labor. Thompson, 
with an organized labor background, 
will probably play an important role in 
handling proposals of interest to both 
labor and industry.

Most black newspaper publishers 
have been slow to react to the ominous 
attacks against the freedom of the 
American press, one of the cor- 
nerstones of the Bill of Rights. Most of 
the pressure, of course, has been 
mounted by the Nixon Administration 
which has tried, and with a great deal 
of success, to paint the national news 
media (that includes newspapers, 
magazines, radio and _ television 
Stations) as conspirators, engaged in a 
plot to sabotage the Nixon Ad- 
ministration and to, if unrestrained, 
abet the overthrow of the government. 


This clash between the media, 
which fancies itself as the watchdog of 
the people, and the Nixon Ad- 
ministration, which is characterized by 
its sensitivity to criticism of any-nature, 
is not a new phenomena in American 
affairs, but seldom has the media had 
an adversary in the White House with 
such a dangerous combination of ego 
and-power. 


Naturally, the White House is the 
most sensitive to the media reaction to 
the War in Vietnam, an event that is rife 
with opportunities to make any Ad- 
ministration involved in it look bad, and 
the Nixon Administration in particular.

The streets, back rooms and 
playgrounds, are perhaps the largest in- 


stitutions of teaming in America. 


it is in these areas that young people 
are Yirst enrolled in” their tearning: 
process. Then, all through their lives, 
consciously or unconsciously, they 
maintain their enroliment in this 
“College of the Streets,” 

It is in this college that generation 
after generation learns all about sex. 
Where they also learn their first 
elements of crime; the mores of the 
neighborhood and, as they grew up, 
they expanded their studies.to the city. 

in-this college of the streets, young 
and old learn how to gamble, drink, 
play and fight. In this area, curbstone 
lawyers have long. plied their trade. 
Misinformation though most of it is, 
nevertheless, these curbstone opinions 
are all too often accepted as the fact 
and many individuals act on them in 
the vein that they are rational. 

The harm that instruction in the 
college of the streets has done to our 
social, educational, economic ‘and 
political systems, is enormous. Yet, 
each year, millions of new students 
enroll and become exposed to the 
iNogical, irrational and befudding 
philosophy so freely and generously 
dispensed. 

The college of the streets is-all things 
to all enrolled students. Ina brief 
moment, its faculty (anybody who 
pretends to have a ‘littte knowledge) 
can decide whether a mother is right in 
dispensing discipline; what girl is more 
likely to be available for sex; the legal 
rights of a law violator; the best cure for 
gonorrhea or a gunshot wound. You 
name it, and some member of the 
faculty of the.college of the streets can, 
ipso facto, come up with an answer. 

Theretore, correcting the misin- 
formation dispensed hourly and daily in 
this college of the streets, places a 
huge burden on our more accepted and 
approved-institutions of learning. 

Unfortunately, the college of the 
streets, supplants and/or contradicts 
much of the educational and training 
value of the home. In fact, it is the court 
ot. appeals. from. information dispensed 
inthe home, the schools and the chur- 


“ches. It Is 1h the Crucible of the college 


of the streets that all facts for many 
people must be tested before being ac- 
cepted. 

No adult, male or female, can grow 
up in America without having spent 
some time in this college of the streets. 
Thereby, to some extent, all of us have, 
at one time or another, or, in some way 
or another, been influenced for good or 
bad by faculty and/or students of this 
college-of the streets. 

Two recent incidents brought to my 
mind the effectiveness of decision 
made in this college of the streets on 
young minds, 

In Cleveland, a school teacher, 
parking her car In the school lot 
preparatory to beginning her teaching 
day, was accosted by a 13-year old boy 
with a gun, who ordered her into the 
back seat of her car. Fortunately, she 
was able to scare him off without either 
being robbed or raped. 

The boy was recognized and later 
arrested in his classroom.

Another pupil in this college of the 
streets, was Robert Essex, 23 of Em- 
poria, Kans. They buried his bullet rid- 
di@d body last week.” » 

His years in the college of the streets 
ended in tragedy. He was the victim of a 
new curriculum in the. college of the 
Streets, that is = “hatred of whitey.” 

During the past 15 years, this depart- 
ment of the college, has brewed 
tragedy, misery, crime destruction. 

Young Essex, studying in the wrong 
college, got himself all mixed Up, The 
problems of racial prejudice were too 
difficult and complex tor him to solve 
from the instructions he had been ex- 
posed to. 

Liké so many others, Robert Essex 
believed intricate and difficult problems 
could be solved with the firing of a gun. 
Confused as he must have been and, 
embittered teo,.he choose to challenge 
the whole “rotten system” trom the 


floors and roof-top of a New Orleans__ 


motel. > 

Of course it was'a contest he could 
not win, nor a cause his acts could in 
no way contribute to a solution of. He 
had been fed the wrong information.in 
the college of the streets. He knew the 
grievances but not the intelligent “and 
right procedure for amelioration. 

The confused and misdirected who 
have suffered because they resorted to 
the college of the streets for in- 
formation and ‘solutions, are countless. 
The damage they have done to the 
community and society, is incalculable. 
~™ The college of the streets continues” 
to operate 24-hours every day of the 
year. We must find ways to limit its 
operation and acceptability, and to 
dilute its influence. No racial group in 
America’sutfers more from the irrational 
acts and poisoned information received 
from this college than does the Negro. 
While some progress has been made in 
combatting its influence in the past few 
years, the tragedy of Charles Essex, the 
abortive ‘crime of a 13-year old school 
boy, tells us that there is still a big 
@ducational job ahead. Curbstone 
lawyers, doctors and philosophers met 
be exposed for the frauds they are. 
Young people must be spared the ex- 
posure to them. Adults must be warned 
of the danger of listening to. them. 

The Negro has his problems. Each 
generation must deal with them in the 
light of their experience and resources. 
Eventually, like the blight of winter or 
the “‘baauty “of summer, they too- will 
pass away. The solutions, however , will 
not come from the college of the 
streets, but, from those time-tested in- 
stitutions that civilized man has evolved 
as the best tools for the job that must 
be done to save man from the status of 
savages.

, A number of recent events indicate 
that the precious right of freedom of the 


press is undergoing a’siow but steady , 


erosion. As a result. the amount and 
availability af information and differing 
viewpoints could be lessened, This is a 
dangerous situation. yet it has been met 
without the public indignation it deser- 
ves 

The first blow was struck by the 
Supreme Court last June when. it ruled 
that reporters” could ‘be “made to 
disclose their confidential sources, and 
had to téstityabout acts they had wit- 
nessed while sworn to secrecy. This 
was the landmark Caldwell case, which 
went to the High Court after a black 
reporter retused 16 give up his con- 
lidential notes onthe Black. Panthers 

Many people reacted to this with an 
atttude-of “sure. why shouldn't repor- 
ters have to testify just like the rest of 
us? But-the- issue is much bigger 

If an‘intormant believes that a repor- 
ter won't keep his contidences and may 
reyeal his name to a grand jury or a 
prosecutor, he won't talk. As 4 result. 
the public will be denied facts and in- 
formation: it needs. A government ot- 
ficial may. for example. leak news about 
corruption to a reporter. But if he feels 
that the reporter may have to expose 
the source_of his story. he'll.clam up 

The chilling effect. of the Caldwell 
decision on the media is readily ap- 
parent..Prosecutors and grand juries 
have indulged. in “fishing expeditions.” 
asking for reporters notebooks in the 
hopes that they'll find some Information 


_-athey can use. Reporters in Newark and 


.Los Angeles have been jailed for 
retusing to release confidential —in- 
formation and reporters elsewhere are 
under indictments for the same reason, 
Still other newspapers and broadcast 
journalists have dropped stories they 

—might.othaovise-have-done-because-ot 
fear that they'd -have.to break con- 
fidence with their informants. 

This kind ‘of press muzzling is 
especially dangerous for blacks and 
other_minorities who depend. on.a free

| have been asked frequently, “‘Why 
do black people in this country con- 
tinue to change’ and shift their 
strategies and goals?’ 

“Why arent they consistent?”

Now=we=séeem—to “move from one 
period to another; the civil rights 
movement (the early 1960's); the black 
power movement (the mid 60's to the 
early '70's); and now the socalled 
revolution.

The broadcasting industry too, is un- 
der allack that could result in lessened 
news and’ public affairs programs that 
take a hard look at controversial sub- 
jects : 

A federal official warned that network 
news was too liberal and that local 
stations would have to take full respon- 
sibility for such news programs. Since 
the stations are licensed by the federal 
government, you can see what a power- 
ful weapon of fear is available to keep 
controversial broadcasting at a 
minimum 

At the same time. it was suggested 
that -- if they watch their step on the 
news front - local stations might be 
rewarded by -longer term licenses, 
looser requirements for public. interest 
broadcasts, and relative treedom from 
license challenges 

This last is especially threatening to 
black people since recent years have 
seen a rising number of.black-and in- 
terraciat groups eompeting tor licenses 
already held by stations that have been 
unresponsive to the needs of the com- 
munity 

Add to this the proposed gutting of 
public television's public affairs 
programs. especially those..that offer, 
controversial subject-matier,_ ranging 
from William Buckley’ Firing Line to 
Tony Brown's Black Journal, and it 
looks like the airwaves may be stripped 
of provocative views. The very idea that 
Black Journal may be dropped is an in- 
sult to black people, whose interests 
have generally been ignored by public 
television 

Some. people may. think that this 
Cooling of the press by Government of 
‘ficials and the courts is all right, but the 
rest of us know that the First Amend- 
ment guarantees of freedom of the 
press are too valuable to a free society 
to be trampled on.

pride, not houses, not jobs, not schools, 
etc. Hence, this is our dilemma; hence 
we have an inordinate amount of nar- 
cissistic,. self-indulgent. pride, . pre~ 
empted only by our own paranoia and 
self-hatred. 


Our dilemma is not so much caused 

y a vascillation between choices of 
separatism and integration but by the 
vascillation.of American society's rejec~ 
tion and acceptance of the black man 
in America, But whatever we are doing 
(which causes the shifts) Is confusing ~ 
and yet understandably so. While our 
shifts in strategies may be confusing 
our goal ts principally the same: com- 
plete freedom and liberation. 


| submit that our confusion is over 
the contradictions of white America. 
We were told tong ago to love America 
or leave it. Well, we loved it and still we 
were told to leave it. In several periods 
of history we planned to leave America, 
but we were prevented. Plans were 
made prior to the Civil War to remove 
blacks from the New World, The plan 
was rejected because it was too costly 
and because blacks were needed to 
Keep the institution of slavery intact 
and unthreatened, ~ 


When slavery, aS an institution, was 
abolished, we attempted to integrate 
into the so-called mainstream of 
American society — and we thought that 
was the hopeful alternative after the 
Civil War ended. For one decade after 
the Civil War we thought we were 


| beginning to enjoy the fruits of our 


struggles for freedom. Once again 
racism backlashed and we faced the in- 
sidious experience of Jim Crow. 


Well, we could go on and on to show 
the contradictions of the black. ©x- 
perience in America. Summarily, the 
contradictions and confusions have 
been imposed from the oppressor and 
not the consequence of some internal 
and faulty or inconsistent black leader- 
ship or thought, 


What we call or name our struggles 
at different periods (black power, 
revolution, rebellion, etc) may be in- 
significant, Whatever it is “called” is 
inexpedient, for political analysts, 
historians and the news media - and 
even the enemy. The important thing |s 
that black people do not exacerbate 
their. confusion and understand. th. 
wrrafever is the form of the struggie, It 
is a coi.tinuum of historical struggles. 
Call it whatever you wish, The con- 
fusion in the final analysis ts not in the 
varleties-of choices of struggles “and 
responses, but in the ambivalance and 
cantradiction of white America.

Q:-In..August, when | became 65, | 
signed up for Medicare, | am now un-- 
dergoing medical treatments that could 
cost well over $100, but haven't gotten 
the bill yet, Since this will be my first 
bill, can you tell me how | file for 
payment from Medicare? 

A. There are two ways to file for 
Medicare payment: 1. if your doctor 
wishes to accept the “assignment” 
method of pai he should com- 
plete the request for payment 
form, sign it and send it in. (You must 
also sign the form.) The doctor will be 
paid directly by Medicare under 
“assignment.” You are responsible for 
paying the yearly $50 ($60 after 
January 1, 1973) deductible andthe 20 
‘percent co-insurance. 2. If your doctor 
does not wish to accept assignment, 
you send in the request for payment 
form and attach an itemized statement 
from your doctor. Under this method, 
Medicare will send you the check for 
80 percent of the allowable charge af- 
ter the $50 ($60 after January 1, 1973) 
yearly deductible has been met. Since 
this is your first request for payment, 
you might want to take the itemized 
doctor's statement to your social 
security office and let the people there 
help you complete the form. 

Q. | signed up for both parts of 
Medicare over a year ago when | 
became 65, Now my doctor has told me 
I’ need to go to the hospital soon for 
an operation. Will you mail me a 
hospital insurance claim fofm= so_'ll 
have it when | go in the hospital? 

A. You won't need a claim form. 
The hospital will take care of all the 
paper work for you. Just show your 
Medicare card to the admissions office 
when you check into the hospital.

The old notion that maybe the man 
is not guilty at all seems to have no 
place in the consclenée-ot_judges and 
law enforcement officers any more It 
all appears that by virtue of the fact the 
accused stands before the court he is 
guilty, 

! hear remarks by state Supreme 
Court justices, and the idea of the guilt 
of the man before the bar prevails in all 
remarks. Rarely is there 4 statement 
‘until proven guilty 

One realizes how many outlaws are 
rampant and what problems face law 
enforcement officials until tral ter- 
mination, but surely there ought to be a 
change in the judges public utterances 
to remove that judicial taint of the 
‘hanging’ judge, The whole demeanor 
of public expression deteriorates alar- 
mingly when one fistens to justices on 
television and in public statements We 
are all guilty It is an old cliche’ but the 
foundations of American governmental 
ideals are termited with such attitudes 

| have watched TV programs on 
court trials-always the defendant has 
been guilty. Was he? Surely 
somewhere along the line there must 
have been Innocence, but always on 
such programs. the. court finds the

The word cancer is used to describe 
a large group of diseases that afflict 
humans and animals. One of its charac- 
teristics. is an abnormal, seemingly 
unrestricted growth. of body cells, The 
mass, or lump, that results from this 
growth .compresses, invades. and 
destroys surrounding normal tissues. If 
allowed to go unchecked, the abnormal 
cells break from the original mass and 
are carried by the blood or lymphatic 
systems to other parts of the body, 
where they set up secondary colonies, 

Cancer of the breast is one of the 
most serious diseasés afflicting women 
today, Studies indicate that about one 
woman in 20 will develop this disease 
at some time in life. Unlike uterine can~- 
cer, which has had its mortality rate 
stiarply reduced with the use of the Pap 
smear test for detection, thus far no 
screening device which could be-ap- 
plied widely and cheaply has been 
developed for breast cancer. 

To decrease the mortality rate, breast 
cancer must be discovered and treated 
in its earliest stages, At present, regular 
self-examination of the breasts is our 
most effective means ot early detection. 
The woman herself is the first line of 
defense against breast cancer 

As a matter of routine, a woman 
should examine her breasts after each 
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assembly line operation? Once men 
prided themselves on the faot that every 
effort was made to avoid-the sentencing

When the trial ju ige who 
had been a city prosecuting attorney 
municipal court judge before read-the 
decision he angrily threw the jury ver 
dict to the floor He simply wanted to 
see that boy fry 

But the jury Was more intelfident 
than he. for the all white jury knew trrat 
no. White man, in the heat of extreme 
anger, would call a black boy a ‘'s-0-5 
without using the word “nigger and 
‘black nigger’ The judge was tne- one 
who knew nothing about the golden 
principles of justice 

More and more the government of 
the people is perishing from the earth 
as bureaucratic caretakers too often pit 
themselves against the people tt_oo 
longer can lay claim as the government 
for the people, it i6-a government fora 
body of laws without virgin birth, but i 
mostly the machination of interests with 
the most influential lobbyists. That body 
of laws is now enthroned where God 
once sat:

THE SCHOOL BOND ISSUE: 
A Believable Blessing Or Shallow Rhetoric? 


The November passage of 
the $89.5 million Schoo! bond 
issue triggered what may turn 
out to be the greatest boom 
in school building construc- 
tion in Columbus _ history 
Many black community 
parents and leaders have 
been ‘skeptical of the jim- 
crow building site patterns 
Planned by the Columbus 
Board of Education 

Rev. Percy A. Carter, pastor 
of Hosack Baptist Church, 
and a parent of a student in 
the city schools discusses his 
reservations about the 
present schoo! construction 
plan in the following article 
titled: “The School Bond 
issue: A Believabie Blessing 
or Shallow Rhetoric?” 

The Schoo! Bond Issue: A 
Believable Blessing .or 
Shallow Rhetoric 

Tne Columbus School 
Board's recent rejection of 
the advisory panel on school 
sites raises. some crucial 
questions. The question of 
building schools where they 
are needed is largely con- 
tingent upon who spells out 
the need, the means by which 
it ts determined and the steps 
employed in bringing it to 
realization. 

Tne bond issue is passed 
and apparently to be carried 
out along the lines set forth 
preceeding its passage, But 
the recent struggle within the 
Board of Education, while not 
specifically on the Bond 
Issue, is germane to it, and 
raises some basic questions 
that.many__people _ will be 
asking regarding the Bond 
Issue: 

in fact, it is safe to say, that 
whatever issues arise where 
our local schools are con- 
cemed at this time, the 
average person is going to 
see it against the Background 
of the Bond Issue whether it 
is academically pertinent or 
not. Where $89.5 million 
dollars is concemed, it is vir- 
tually impossible to isolate it 


.. from any problems that arise 


regarding the local schools. 
One thing is certain, from 
this time forward, in. 
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terpretation, Communication, 
posting and definite 
meaningful action must 
become a regular public 
process where the Board of 
Education is concerned, It 
will be necessary for the 
Board of Education along 
with its “Plan in process’ to 
become “now-Crisis orien- 
ted," decisively and with 
dispatch, The education of 
young-minds goes on,-and 
while housing it properly is 
Paramount - harnessing it in 
relevant, dynamic — and 
radically new channels is in- 
dispensable. We have 
reached the point of no 
retum in our public schools. 

As of Wednesday, Nov. 8, 
the $89.5 million dollar 
schoo! bond issue became a 
reality. On the heels of its 
passage came - recom- 
mendations to the. school 
board as to how the bond 
issue should be implemented. 
The immediate plans and the 
final outcome regarding 
provisions of the Bond Issue 
of grave concern to many 
concemed citizens, including 
parents, teachers, students 
and interested tax paying 
citizens.

She voted in 
good faith against it, because 
she saw it as a piecemeal 
proposition. | voted in good 
faith for it, because | thought 
some of our inner city

Bond Issue’s passage. 

The_one exception | recall 
was the Columbus ‘Area Civil 
‘Rights Council which boldly 
and courageously stood 
alone and stated its reason 
for objection to the Bond 
Issue. So far, it would appear 
that in the light of what is not 
being proposed to be done, 
the Columbus Area Civil 
Rights Council's position has 
poignant validity. 

Without going into lengthy 
detail, a few observations in 
this regard presently will suf- 
fice.

tions given to the School 
Board thus far, (Saturday, 
Nov. 11, 1972 - Dispatch) it is 
apparent that top priority is 
being given to the suburbs of 
the far north, the far east, the 
far west and far south of 
Columbus, as far away from 
the inner city as one can 
possibly get. For example, 
with the purchase of the Par- 
son Ave-Williams Rd. site, 
Marion-Franklin is likely to 
become totally Black. 
Priorities for the most part 
in Black Schools seemed to 
be scheduled for a later date. 
To what extent will 
overall inner-city situation is 
immediately improved? What 
happens to the pupils in the 
inner-city. who will be further 
hampered and stifled by a 
two to four year planning and 
implementation gap as per- 
tains to the Bond tssue?- 
What about the present 
double. session__situation _in, 
the inner city?

“Marshall Plan” for it alone 
would not make it. com- 
mensurate with the suburbs if 
the suburbs remained as they 
aré without improvement for 
the next five years? It is‘more 
like contrasting Whetstone 
High with South High, or 
Clinton Junior High with Mif- 
flin. in each instance, the four 
schools have students and 
faculty and facilities but what 
goes on- in their environs 
would prove to have marked 
contrast in terms of what is 
known as quality education, 

What does the Bond Issue 
mean for the immediate 
emergencies which exist 
now? Can we afford to pour 
funds into the fringe areas of 
our All-American City while it 
is sick at the heart? Let's face

it, when the School Board 
has had to meet the emergen- 
cies, it has met them, When it 
has nad to act with dispatch, 
it has done so, If the recent 
Hilltonia emergency was met 
when it had to be, so can the 
inner.city emergency be met, 
lf Projéct Unite and other

means by which for the first 
time_in 37 years a winning 
combination was put together 
tO guarantee the Bond 
Issue's passage, then let the 
same Project Unite and 
strategies employed ‘for its 
promotion become the visible 
means to put the emphasis 
where it is needed as applied 
to-priorities“for-improvement 
in our city’s school system, 
immediately.

We hear much 
about power today, green 
power, Black power, man 
power, boy power, woman 
power, Holy power, white 
power, political power and 
military power, but Jet us not 
forget that Francis Bacon 
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once said that: “Knowledge 
\s power,” It is the open door 
to all other-power that man 
desires to exerciese. 

As long as the inner-city is 
last on the public education 
agenda, its citizens will be 
blocked from position of 
power in. their country's 
government, industry..and 
education, Knowledge power
